GRACE SLATER
TELLS STORY OF
SMITHS MURDER

Girl Who Was with Woodmen
Cashier When He Was Killed
@Gives Her Version to the

Newspapers.
DID NOT ENOW THE THUG

Says She Had Never Seen Murderer
Before—Was Once Engaged
to Marry.
ENGAGEMENT WAS BROKEN OFF

Miss Grace Siater, 21 years old,
whom William H. S8mith, Woodmen
of the World cashier, was sccom-
panying to her home, when he was
murdered at Thirty-first and Dodge
itreets Baturday night, sald Monday
that the bandit whom ahe saw shoot
Mr. Smith knew that his victim was
a married man.

Miss Blater talked to newspaper
men after having gone through an
hour's examination by Chief of Police
Dunn. Bhe said:

*"After the man shot Mr. Smith he

sald to me:
“*"He is a married man?’
“L mald ‘Yes.'
. "He sald, 'You are married?’
“1 sald ‘No.""
Was to Have Been Married.

Miss Elater was to have been married
to & flreman in the employ of the city
about October 1, she sald.

The engagement was broken by mutual
agreement,” Misa Slater declared. "We
found that we did not care for each
other longer. We had planned to be
married several times before. The last
date we fixed was about the fimt of this
month. The engagement was broken just
before Lthe time came when we were to
have been married.’”

Did Net Know Asanilant.
Mias Blater declared poailively that the
who shot Mr, Smith wag unknown
to her and that she had never seen him
bafore.

Miss Siater said she apd Mr. Smith had
been discussing holdups before the robber
Appeared. The subject mrose, she sald,
on account of the streeta which they were
messing through, and the fact that Mr,
Bmith had been held up In Councll Bluffs
oot long ago, .

The girl ciearad up the question as to
just how the robber approached tham.

The
present action doon not seek dissoln-
tion, but aeks the court to emnjoin
the company perpetunily from fur-
ther engaging in alleged unlawful
practices.
